Snow will have is not to take care of wel­ 
fare at the present, but to so take care 
of it at the present that the citizens will 
be able to take care of welfare later on. 
Those who need welfare invariably do not 
understand the necessity of providing for 
future years. For this reason, they cannot 
understand quite often that their wants 
cannot always be satisfied. 
It is a very trying job and requires end­ 
less patience, frankness, sincerity and a lot 
of hard work. 
The man who does it with 
the best interest of all concerned, over a 
long period of time, will be truly perform­ 
ing a great service. 


OUR ‘ENTIRE DUTY' 


President Roosevelt’s speech at Buenos 
Aires wras not entirely pleasing to French 
officialdom, according to dispatches from 
Paris. 
The tone of the speech was liked, 
but 
various 
Paris 
journals 
commented 
acidly on the president’s “failure” to offer 
a plan for world peace; and Le Temps 
added: 
“International solidarity 
carries other 
moral and political obligations, and our 
American friends would do well to examine 
their consciences and ask themselves if 
they have done their entire duty in this re­ 
spect.” 
Since this is the sort of thing we are go­ 
ing to hear from Europe in greater and 
greater volume, as the shadow' of the next 
war grows longer, we might as well start 
reminding ourselves, right now, that we 
are entitled to form our own conception of 
what our “entire duty” happens to be. 
We swallowed the foreign conception of it 
in 1917, went to war to save the world for 
democracy, and got pretty badly disillu­ 
sioned. 
Can we be blamed for feeling that our I 
principal duty is to mind our own business 
and keep out of European wars? 


take it or leave it. 
I passed everybody. 
I omitted, deleted, cancelled, glossed over 
everything that experience had taught me 
it was no use to bother with.

down, finally, to the dull, stupid, insipid 
routine that obtained iii all the rest of the 
high school.

He writes that, during the intervening 
years he has come to believe that the 
trouble really boils down to something very 
simple; “I have said that the average per­ 
son is capable of learning and yet he does 
not learn anything or w ant to learn anything 
in school. 
Why? 
“I think it is because the stuff he is 
asked to study and loam is in no way re­ 
lated to his actual life at that time. Fur­ 
thermore, so long as we have child-labor 
laws and other restrictions forbidding chil­ 
dren to work till they are adults, I doubt 
that much of anything can be done about 
it.” 
As an illustration of the subjects that are 
not interesting and of little use, he says, 
“Taking the United Stales as a whole, does 
more than one-tenth of one per cent of the 
people actually have any use for knowing 
a foreign language?” 
In concluding the article, Dr. Boyd re­ 
marks that “the average human does ac­ 
quire knowledge. 
He does learn. 
When? 
He learns when he HAS to. 
He learns 
when it means bread and butter and ex­ 
istence and money to get things he especial­ 
ly wants. 
He learns when the situation is 
such that knowledge directly, specifically, 
tangibly affects him personally in a definite 
wTay that he can see and realize and feel 
and know. 
“There are many obvious, commonplace 
and perhaps disconcerting facts staring 
the protagonists of the present setup in the 
face. 
One is the unconscionable amount 
of misery and suffering they have caused 
simple souls, who constitute the majority of 
the population, by dangling before them, 
hopes and aspirations that can bring them 
nothing but inevitable frustration, bitter 
disappointment, and perhaps rebellion. An­ 
other is that the actual w’ork of the world 
is learned outside of school and without 
its aid.” 
The article is certainly worth reading 
and everyone who is interested in education 
(and everyone should be) should read it.

CHILD LABOR AND PUBLIC 
EDUCATION 


In a very interesting article in the Decem­ 
ber issue of the Forum magazine, under 
the heading of “What Is a Teacher Worth'’”, 
Dr. Jean Ricochet Boyd draw’s some very 
interesting conclusions. In fact the article 
might be headed, “The Confession of a 
Teacher.” 
Dr. Boyd says in the article. “I have been j 
a pupil, then a student, then a school 
teacher, and finally an observer on the 
sidelines.” 
He tells about his five years’ j 
experience in teaching school. 
One who 
has not been directly connected with schools 
can hardly believe the conditions are as 
bad as set forth in tile above named article. 
Dr. Boyd explains that at first he ex- j 
ported the students to learn the subjects 
and attempted to honestly grade their ex­ 
amination papers. Then he found that this 
did not work; that other teachers were 
giving credit for effort and passing the 
morons as well as the boy and girl who 
actually learned.

die, aa did the systems of sav­ 
agery, slavery, and feudalism, be­ 
fore 
it, to 
be followed 
by 
an ­ 
other system different from any 
of the* above-mentioned. 
There will be a presentation of 
three 
system s 
to 
choose 
from, 
namely, '‘Fascism,’* "Communism,” 
and “Production for Use.” 
The acceptance (or dominance) 
of either of the first two sys­ 
tems, 
Fascism 
and 
Communism, 
will 
mean continued strife, su f­ 
fering, 
and 
bloodshed, 
in 
which 
the non-com batants will fare very 
badly, not because the adherents 
wish to hurt non-com batants, but 
because 
the 
latter 
inadvertently 
get In the path of the struggle be­ 
tw een 
these 
inherently 
opposite 
ideas. 
The Production for Use Method, 
on the other hand, will inaugurate 
a new bloodless system in which 
there will be no blood-letting on 
the part of anyone, participants 
or 
non-com batants, 
because 
the 
objective of that system is die- 
nietrically different and opposite 
to th a t of capitalism. 
To recapitulate: 
The basic in­ 
centive of capitalism is profit, and 
benefit to a comparatively 
lim ­ 
ited few. 
The basic incentive of 
Production for Llse would be “Use” 
instead of “Profit,” and would be 
for the 
benefit of all 
mankind, 
and 
so 
would 
bring 
into 
being 
th at time we all so devotedly hope 
for. in which man will at long last 
become civilized and Christianized, 
when we can in reality become 
brothers in deed as well as in 
name, in which time Reason and 
Logic will be the weapons used, j 
instead of force and coercion, as I 
a t present, and we will be truly j 
able to say th at we have “peace 
on earth, good will toward men."

sad, and I am sure that if the gov­ 
ernment w-ould release all the men 
now employed by 
the WPA or 
P W A to seek employment, the pic­ 
ture w-ould have to be painted by a 
genius, In order to paint it as crude 
as the one I have painted. 
Nevertheless. I will stay away 
from seeking relief and will keep 
on trying to obtain employment 
from some private concern.

This is the 
prim ary work of the Junior High 
school, but to date it has been 
more 
observed 
tn 
the 
breach. 
Books and book experiences dom­ 
inate most of the schools in the 
country, 
and 
first 
hand 
experi­ 
ences 
are 
rare In 
the lives 
of 
school children. 
Falling school experiences, par­ 
ents ought to take their children 
to visit the places where industry, 
the arts and crafts, and the pro- j 
tensions are carried on. If a child 
professes an Interest in any field 
of activity try to get him oppor­ 
tunities of first-hand experiences 
within them. 
People are always 
ready to help inquiring children. 
The 
trained 
vocational teacher 
ia of great assistance to the boys 
and girls who are faced with this 
decision. 
This teacher ought to 
be skilled in giving tests, analyz­ 
ing the abilities of children. 
He 
should 
be 
very 
well 
acquainted 
with the conditions of the various 
fields so as to be able to advise 
intelligently about entering them. 
He should know where there are 
openings in trade schools, profes­ 
sional 
schools for good students 
in need of scholarships. He should 
be acquainted and on the best pos­ 
sible term s with the heads of the 
industries and of the schools to
